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FATAL ACCIDENT AT GRAVESEND —A shocking accident, in- 
volving the loas of three lives, occurred at an early hour on Satur- 
ay morning at Gravesend. Two men, named Ed uund Terry and 


Thomas Hinckley, were employed in emptying а cesspool in 

Passenger's-court, West-street. Hinckley went down with the 
view ot filling in some of the buckets. He had been down but a 
few minu:ea, however, when he wag seen to fall off the ladder by his 
son, who volunteered to go down the hole; bat Terry, who had 

had more experience, went down the ladder sud got hold of Hinck- 

ley, aud was in the act of lifting bim up, when the gag rendered 

him insensible. The son of Hinckley then went to the police- 

station, where he saw Sergeant Coomber, of tbe police foros, who | 
returned with him, got a ladder, and was going down the hole; 

when about six steps down the ladder, he fell backwards. Every 

assistance was then rendered by the rest of the police, as also the 

neighbours. The body of Terry was recovered first, alter & lapse 

of abont half an hour, the foul air being so bad, that it was іш- 

possible to get the other two bodies out. Mr. W. Ғ. White, police 

clerk, under the direction of Mr. Superintenaent White, discharged 

a No. 3 size fire annihilator, which expelled the foul air, and the 

other two bodies were then speedily recovered. The three bodies 

were quite dead when brought up, and they were at once removed 

to the dead-bouse. Dr. Sanders and Dr. Whitcombe were in at- 

tendance. An inquest was held at the Town Hall et noon, and а | 
verdict of ** Accidental death” was returned. Mr. W. Fletcher, who 
was present, stated that great credit was due to the police, as also 
to those who assisted to recover the bodies of thé unfortunate men 
Mr. G. Sanes, the mayor, said he had given directions for the funeral 
to be performed at the expense of the borough in the case of Sergeant | 
Coomber.

accused bim of sbootiug her, and he replied, “Yes, that’s the pistol 
I did it wih,” pointing to the pistol on the table. The constable 
took Brine into custudy, and conveyed him to the station-house 
When the charge was being made ont, sud after being duly cau- 
tioved, the prisoner paid, “1 have done it, and I hope it will have 
its eff-et” Inthe meantime, the woman was removed to the United 
Hospital, where it was found that s tin-tack had entered her ear, 
another bad penetrated the jawbone besides a small piece of lead, 
and a third tack bad pierced ber thumb. These were all fortv- 
nately extracted, and unless erysipelas should intervene no fatal 
resnlt is apprehended. 

Ом Mouday, the Italian ship Aguila de los Andes was towed up 
the river in a very damaged condition to the Victoria Docks, and 
reported having been in collision with the French ship Lazsine in 
tue North Sea, some miles off the Norfolk coast, the latter vesael 
foundering almost immediately afterwards, with seven or eight of 
the crew on board. The Itelian ship was on a voyage from the 
Tyne to Genoa with a cargo of coals, and was beating up the North 
Без, when she came in contact with the Lazeine, which was bound 
tos Swedish port from Cherbourg.

* The only thing true is that England, with tbe object of pre- 
serving the possessions of King Christian, would willingly have 
passed from diplomatic action to military action. But in & war 
with Germany France would bave had to bear the full brunt and 
expense. England would have swept the sea, capturing the vessels 
belonging to the belligerents, aud have taken a glorious part almost 
costlegs and convenient.” 

The Constitutionnel, in conclusion, declares that France never had 
the promise nor the prospect of territorial eggrandizement :— 

“England offered nothing; France askpd = nothing. Neither 
Earl Clarendon during his journeys to París, nor the British 
Cabinet in its diplomatic despatches, ever hinted at France taking 
the Rhine frontier.”

DENMARK AND GERMANY. 

The preliminaries of peace contain five articles, which in sub- 
stance are as follows:— 

“The Kiog of Denmark cedes to their Majesties the Emperor of 
Austria and the King of Prussia, Holstein, Lauenburg, and Sohles- 
wig, with all the islands in the North Sea which pertain to the 
last mentioned duchy, including those parte of Romoe, Byltoe, and 
Fohr which belong to tbe province of Jutland. The Jutish enclave 
of Mogeltondern, in Schleswig, is incorporated with that duchy, 
but the enclave of Ribe or Ripen will form an integral part of the 
Danish proviuce of Jutland, the southern frontier of which is to be 
regulated or rectified. Tho line of demarcation between Denmark 
вад the duchy of Schleswig-Holstein is to extend from Ripen to 
Koldivg. The islands of Femern and Alsen. іп the Baltic, are 
also ceded to the Emperor of Austria and the King of Prussia, bat 
the island of soe, which is close to Fanen, will remain іп the 
hands of the Danes Іп the first article of the preliminaries of 
peace it is said that the great German Powers shall be at liberty to 
dispose of the territories ceded to them as they may think fit—that 
is, without bemg obliged previously to come to an understanding 
with Denmark. Тһе national debt of the kingdom, with the ex- 
ception of the Joan made in 1863, is to be divided between Den- 
mark Proper and the duchies in proportion to the population of the 
various provinces. The dachies are to indemnify Austria and 
Prussia for their extraordinary expenditure during the war. The 
allies are to remain in Jutland until peace has been concluded, 
but they gre not to levy any more contributions in that province. 
The negotiations for peace on the foregoing bases are to be carried 
on in this city, and will begin іп a few days. The document re- 
lative to the armistice, which forms an “annex” to the prelimi- 
narieg of peace contains nine articles, which are of little or po in- 
terest to non-military world The armistice bag been luded 
for three months, with the condition that either party shell м the 
expiration of six weeks (on the 15:h of September) Бө at to 
propose that it be prolonged.”

AFFAIRS IN JAPAN. 

A CONTEMPORARY publishes the following extract from a private 
lotter, dated Yokohame, Japan, May 26, 1864 :— 

“Мау in Japan seems to be а season for panies алы ahout 
this time, if you récollect, letters spoke of & panic, pears de org 
thing occur again now. The two-sworded gentry aré ê ing, 
insulting, and flercer-looking than ususi—the Japanese money- 
changers of note have been imprisoned, the Government is excited, 
and things are beginning to look unplestánt. To satisfy, or rather 
allay, the feeling of alarm amongst the people on shore, the soldiers 
are loaded with ball-cartridge. On the 23rd two old Japanese 
hulks, the representatives o! Japan's fleet, moved from the proxi- 
mity of the Fort of Kanagawa, and sailed for Yeddo, in all proba- 
bility to take station behind the forts there. This gave rise to a 
report that at midnight the fort and guns on the hill near the town 
wore to open fire, and, as you may imagine, this considerably 
frightened the nervous among the dollar grinders, especially as it 
blew great gans all night. However, the forts and guns on the hill 
thought better of the matter, and all were allowed to sloep in peace. 
A few days before a startling paragraph appeared in a daily paper 
that some daimio was marching on Yokohama with a large foroe, 
and might be expected. The prince in question was most likely 
smoking his pipe at home—at all events, he has not yet turned up. 
Politically, matters are bad. Bir R Alcock visited Yeddo and the 
Gorogio on the 16th; the result of the interview was not satisfac- 
tory. The French minister followed & few days after with the 
same result. The officers of the Coromandel, during their day's 
stay at Yeddo, counted over 100 guns mounted in the forts. It 
seems likely that if you do not consent quietly to leave this place, 
and retire gracefully to the mantrap at Nagasaki, they will be 
foolish enough to try force. If a number of half-dranken, deter- 
mined men were to make & night attack on the foreign settlement, 
and at the same time the guns (of the number of which we know 
very little) pitch into the ships and town, & good many of we poor 
devila ashore would come to grief, , ally the ladies, of whom 
there are many fresh arrivals. id Non join us in the Simonsaki 
affair; but if any attempt is bn Yokohama this Simonsaki 
affair would in all probability stand over.

THE ira OF AUGUST.—AN OYSTER-WOMAN OF THE 
LAST OENTURY. 

On the opening of the oyster season on the morning of the 4th of 
August, at four o'clock, Billingsgate was in a state of excite- 
ment, it being the day known for many generations in the 
port of London as the “opening of the oyster season.’ By 
the time the market bell rung (four o'clock) declaring the 
trade in oysters legitimately opeu for the season, there was 
anchored at Billingsgate pier eight oyster-boats, the whole of 
which were well laden with the well-known qualities. ‘The 
following prices were asked by the salesmen.—Best natives, 
£4 per bushel; best royals, pearls, aud Cheyne rocks, 32s.; Scotch 
callies and commons, 143. to 163. per bushel. At theso prices several 
of the West-end buyers purchased freely, taking the pick of the 
cargoes, especially the fine Miltons and other natives, of Which, 
indeed, there were but very few. They were in the finest possible 
condition, and though the price was apparently high, it wad not 
considered to be at all dear, considering che quality of the fish. 

Formerly, the oyster season opened on St. James's Day, the 25th 
of July, and the superstition then ran, that * those who até oysters 
on St. James’s Day would never want money!” Whether thé 
authorities objected to the people “ never wanting motes,” oF г. 
spell of St. James at length refusing to act іп a monetäty point о) 
view, we know not, but the day was ultimately altered to the 4th 
of Angust, and instead of the market оран at twelve o'clock at 
night, four in the morning was made the legitimate hout Some 
years ago, аз many às seventy or eighty oyster smacks would be 
ready to unload their cargoes on the morning, but the facilities 
of the railways offer better conveyance than the slow oyster 
boat,

A clandes- 
tine marriage like thts being considered valid in Rome, though it 
must be followed by one regularly celebrated, M. Balmette pro- 
tested, in vain, against its validity. "l'eresa next denounced the 
young man for refusing to complete their union, an offence render- 
ing the offending party liable to ten years’ hard labour. He 
was accordiugly arrested again, and lodged іп the prisons 
of the Holy Office.
